— All persons violating the above rules and orders of the board of health, 
which are for the prevention, restriction, and extinction of the smallpox now existing, 
and shall fail to comply with said rules and orders, after written notice pertaining 
thereto shall have been served upon him or her, shall, by statute, be guilty of a mis- 
demeanor, and, upon conviction thereof, shall be fined or confined in the county jail, 
at the discretion of the court.
